The  enumeration  of  the  pupils  in  the  various  institutions  for  the 
education  of  the  blind  in  the  United  States  for  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1906,  gave  4,385  pupils.     The  quota  for  each  pupil  is  $2.28+ 

The  following  tables  show  the  number  of  pupils  in  each  institution, 
and  how  much  has  been  distributed  to  each  institution  under  the 
provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress,  approved  March  3,  1879,  entitled 
"An  Act  to  Promote  the  Education  of  the  Blind,"  by  which  the 
American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind  receives  $10,000  annually. 

The  bond  for  $250,000  at  4  per  cent  interest,  held  in  trust  for  us 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  from  whence  is  derived  the  per- 
manent part  of  our  income,  matures  in  July,  1907. 

In  view  of  this  fact,  the  President  of  the  American  Printing  House 
for  the  Blind,  Col.  Andrew  Cowan,  with  the  Secretary,  went  to  Wash- 
ington to  consult  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  as  to  the  best 
course  to  pursue  to  save  our  income  intact ;  as,  under  the  terms  of 
the  Act,  our  bond/on  its  maturity,  was  to  be  reinvested  in  other  U.  S. 
bonds,  which  now  bear  but  2  per  cent  interest.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  Hon.  Leslie  M.  Shaw,  suggested  that  the  bond  should  be 
extended  at  4  per  cent  for  thirty  years.  In  accordance  with  this  sug- 
gestion Hon.  Swager  Sherley,  Representative  of  the  Fifth  Congres- 
sional District  of  Kentucky,  prepared  a  bill  to  that  effect  and  intro- 
duced it  in  the  House. 

The  bill  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  whose 
chairman,  Hon.  Sereno  E.  Payne,  took  great  interest  in  the  bill,  and 
it  was  favorably  reported  by  that  Committee  and  passed  the  House. 

On  reaching  the  Senate  it  wTas  amended,  and  subsequently  passed 
both  Houses  of  Congress  and  was  signed  by  the  President  and  became 
a  law  June  25,  1906,  as  follows : 
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[Public— No.  288.] 

An  Act  to  modifj-  the  requirements  of  the  Act  entitled  "An  Act 
to  promote  the  education  of  the  blind,"  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-nine. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars  heretofore  invested  in  United  States  regis- 
tered four  per  centum  bonds,  funded  loan  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
seven,  inscribed  "Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  trustee — interest  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  United  States  for  credit  of  appropriation  'To  pro- 
mote the  education  of  the  blind,'  "  shall  upon  the  maturity  and  redemp- 
tion of  said  bonds  on  the  first  day  of  July,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven, 
in  lieu  of  reinvestment  in  other  Government  bonds,  be  set  apart  and 
credited  on  the  books  of  the  Treasury  Department  as  a  perpetual  trust 
fund ;  and  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  being  equivalent  to  four 
per  centum  on  the  principal  of  said  trust  fund,  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated,  and  such  appropriation  shall  be  deemed  a  perma- 
nent annual  appropriation  and  shall  be  expended  in  the  manner  and 
for  the  purposes  authorized  by  the  Act  approved  March  third,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  seventy-nine,  entitled  "An  Act  to  promote  the 
education  of  the  blind,"  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-nine. 

The  New  York  Institution  for  the  Blind  has,  as  usual,  used  its 
quota  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Wait  in  preparing  and  publishing 
music  in  point  notation. 

The  Society  for  Providing  Evangelical  Religious  Literature  for 
the  Blind  has  affiliated  with  the  American  Tract  Society.  Address 
Rev.  Albert  Dale  Gantz,  Secy,  and  Gen.  Agt.,  150  Nassau  Street, 
New  York,  N.  Y.,  in  care  of  the  American  Tract  Society.  Owing 
to  the  difficulty  in  raising  funds,  the  edition  of  the  Sunday-school 
Weekly  in  the  Line  Letter  has  been  given  up.  The  edition  in  New 
York  Point  will  be  continued.
